W a s h i n g t o n , November 21.—The 
U nited States Supreme (V urt to-day 
reversed the decision of the Circuit 
Court in the case of the Colorado Coal 
and Iron Company et ul., appellants, 
against the United States. The object 
of the suit was to declare void, patents 
for 9566 acres of land in L ai Animas 
county, Col., granted Borne years ago 
to the Southern Colorado Coal and 
Iron Company, which afterward con­ 
solidated with the Colorado Coal and 
Iron Company. The latter company 
procured a mortgage for $3,500,000 
worth of property, for which the gov­ 
ernm ent received only $12,000. 
Ihe 
government charged that it was a 
gigantic conspiracy; that the original 
entries were fictitious; that the alleged 
pre-emptors never lived in Colorado, 
and that the Register and Receiver of 
the land office connived a t the fraud. 


DECISION OK THE COURT. 
The Supreme Court in its decision 
holds that the evidence shows fraud 
upon the United States sufficient in 
equity against the parties perpetrating 
it, 
to 
justify 
the 
cancellation 
of the 
patents i-sued them, but 
that it is no such fraud as to provent 
an issuance of legal title by patents. 
In the opinion of th'S Court the Gov­ 
ernm ent has not conclusively shown 
that the alleged pre-emptors were fic­ 
titious, nor are the facts _ sufficient to 
overcome the presumption of inno­ 
cence on the part of the Register and 
Receiver of tho Land Office.

Departure of the Vestibule Train 
—W. H. Murphy Returns to 
the City Suddenly. 


The scene presented ut the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Company’s de­ 
pot yesterday afternoon was well cal­ 
culated to inspire anyone with due re­ 
spect for the business the company 
was daily handling. 
The passenger 
depot presented a most crowded ap 
pearance. People were hurrying here 
and there, looking after their tickets, 
ehecks, etc,; baggagemen were al­ 
most hoars9 from shouting numbers 
of checks, while others were in con­ 
stant danger of straining themselves 
lifting and tossing the heavy baggage 
travelors from one place to another. 
The 
waiting 
room 
was 
packed 
to 
overflowing 
with 
anxious 
passengers 
while the 
platforms 
on both sides of the depot were 
crowded almost to suffocation with a 
struggling mass of humanity. 
The 
baggage room was 
inadequate to 
store the great number of trunks that 
wore arriving in a constant stream of 
express 
wagons. 
The 
H e b a l o ’h 
representative 
counted^ over 
two 
hundred trunks piled high upon the 
platform of the depot, and then, see­ 
ing that he had not dono much more 
than made a beginning, gave up the 
task and walked over to the freight 
department. 
Here 
the 
many 
clerks 
were 
found 
sweat­ 
ing 
and 
working 
with 
all 
their might to keep a correct record 
of the immense amount of freight 
that was being received every mo­ 
ment. A question as to how many 
cars, actually loaded, were handled 
each day, received the answer, that 
fully one hundred and fifty cars carry­ 
ing from fifteen to eighteen tons of 
freight each, going in both directions, 
were sent away from the companv’8 
warehouse during every twenty-four 
hours of the week. 
Leaving the 
freight department the 
newspaper 
man walked over to the new freight 
depot. Here the sound oi saws and 
hammers, added to the heavy stamp­ 
ing of horses, as they drew immense 
loads of freight to the 
platform 
was very confusing and almost deafen­ 
ing. Tlie carpenters at work upon the 
budding stated that it would be ready 
for occupation by the end ot this week, 
and judging from the rapi- I way iu 
which it is being put up it wi.l surely 
bo finished in that time. The south 
end of the building is already finished 
and has a large amount of freight 
stored in it. This building is 700 feet 
long, or about 300 feet longer than the 
former one. 
The platform in the 
south end extends a couple of hundred 
feet further south, making the entire 
length of the freight department, 
exclusive of the offices, nine hundred 
feet. The offices wifi be placed in a 
brick structure at the north end of 
the warehouse, and will be fitted out 
with the most modern equipments. 
The plans for this building have not 
yet been selected, though several 
have beeu drawn up. The walls of 
the new bagga room are about five 
feet high now, and more bricks and 
material of every description was re­ 
ceived yesterday.

A year earlier,

w hile in 1880, Garfield’s was 81,000. 
An average of these figures would 
have 
elected Grant with the vote 
he got in the State outside of New 
Y ork 
City. 
It 
is 
well known 
th a t the postofflce in that city is still 
under Republican control. 
The same 
is true of m any other Federal offices 
I t really does not seem as if the pos­ 
session of the offices has so much to 
do with the voters as it did a few 
years ago. In 1885 the vote of New 
York city was: 
Democratic, 126,603; 
Republican, 75,363. 
This year the 
vote stood:

THE HOSPITAL. 


An Investigation by the 
Supervisors. 


A REPO K TEE 
TAKES NOTES. 


A 
Host o f W itnesses Rxam ined. 
G reat C ry and L ittle Wool 
th e Result. 


An inmute of the county hospital 
published a few days ago, in u citj 
hebdomadal.a screed which tended to 
cast great discredit on that institution 
and it;-- management. 
This was a 
surprise to such of the public, as be­ 
came acquainted with these charges; 
for the care of the affair rests finally 
on the shoulders of J>r. K. C. Man­ 
ning, a gentleman of great ex peri' 
ence, and with 
the reputation of 
perfect integrity. 
Tins publication 
led the Supervisors to make an inves­ 
tigation, and this fact reaching tin 
ears of a H kkai.d reporter, he re­ 
paired to the county farm on the cast 
side of the river yesterday afternoon. 
He had hardly sauntered about the 
premises when a carriage drove up. 
and the Supervisors in a body alighted 
and entered the office, where they 
were met by Hr. Shultz, the resident 
physician, ami the investigation was 
on foot in a moment. 
Dr. Shultz, it 
might he remarked in pas-ing, is a 
regular physician, having graduated 
at the Tulane University in New Or­ 
leans. 
M. Meagher, who claims to be a 
pioneer of this county, was called, and 
lie acknow ledged ho was the author 
of the screed referred to. 
lie is sick 
from un attack of rheumatism and is 
fifty years old. 
Tho first charge was that Maxwell, 
the night nurse, had som etim e ago 
taken a nurse out of the female ward 
to the men’s ward, where he had kept 
her all night. 
The innuendo was that 
there was an immoral purpose in so 
doing. 
Maxwell, being present, stated that 
on the day in question Dr. Maynard 
had sent a new* nurse over to the 
institution. It was late in the evening 
when she arrived, and there being no 
place ready for her she was placed in 
a room with a patient, Mrs. Grimes. 
The hospital is very much crowded 
and it is difficult to accommodate all 
in the house. Mrs. Grimes’ malady is 
of such a nature that her room was 
not a very agreeable one for the new 
nurse. 
She objected to remaining 
there, and it was proposed to semi 
her back to the city. 
A man was as­ 
signed to accompany her, but to this 
arrangement she again objected. Then 
Muxwtll offered her his room, and 
gave her the keys to the same. A bed 
was prep«red there for her, and she 
remained in the room all night. Those 
facts were all reported to Dr. Siiultr. 
next looming, and he rej>oitod them 
to Dr. Maynard. The reason of the 
rejMirt wu- th at the proceedings are 
not according to the rules oi the insti- 
tutiou. 
Hut the doctor found 110 rea­ 
son to disapprove of anything done. 
All 
the 
proceedings 
in 
the 
case seemed to have Ivon open and 
al>o\e board. 
Meagher ket»t protest­ 
ing all the time that this was nothing. 
‘‘It is only a drop in the bucket,” he 
reiterated m any times. 
Meagher, being questioned, con- 
fesseu mat he liad no reason to be­ 
lieve tout .Maxwell’s story is not cor­ 
rect in all particulars.

heard 
nothing in the room

to 
lead 
him 
to 
make 


TIIIC NEXT COUNT. 
Meagher alleged in the article that 
the patients had been kept on bread 
and water for long periods, and fro- 
queutlv. That was the impression 
his statements would lie likely to 
make. 
After examining a great many 
of the inm ates, all that could be dis­ 
covered was that 011 two occasions, 
Meagher, himself, had been put for a 
meal 
or 
two on this diet as a 
punishm ent 
for insubordination to 
the discipline of the hospital. There 
was a verv full inquiry into this. 
Meagher was invited to bring in any 
witnesses he might desiie, but from 
all examined this was all that came 
out. 
Meagher iuter|>oscd witli great 
emphasis and repetition : *‘Oh this is 
only a drop in the bucket,” as on the 
former p art of the investigation. 


T H E D EA D IN F A N T . 
The third count taken up was the 
charge that a «lead infant ban been 
buried in the orchard, and that in so 
careless a manner tliat portions of it 
obtrud-d from the earth. Meagher 
did not see this, but made the state­ 
m ents “ on information and beli-f.” 1 
Bourdais was the man whose eyes had 
b e e n petrified by this terrible sight, 
lie being called and questioned as to 
the matter, stated that ne did not 
known w hat it was, but he had found 
something buried in the garden in a 
rather careless way. 
Ho was not 
skilled in such things, and only saw 
the matter as it protruded from the 
earth. 
He thought it was a human 
foetus. 
Bourdais acknowledged that 
he had not the least reason to think 
so, but be thought so. 
Meanwhile 
his colleague, Meagher, shouted with 
great vigor: 
“ Oil, that is nothing; 
th at is oolv a drop in the bucket.” 
Then it was alleged that Samuels, 
another inmate knew something about 
this. 
He was called, but said he 
knew nothing but what Bourdais had 
told him. 
Dr. Bluiltz was aBked if 
any births had taken place at the 
hospital recently. 
He stated that 
two women had been confined there 
a few weeks ago. After the delivery 
the female nurses had deposited 111 
d ie orchard uuder the earth 
the 
placenta. That was all there was of 
the dead infant episode—a drop which 
did not go far towards "filling the 
bucket.” 
THE LAST COUNT. 
Then came Meagher’s 
last gun, 
He W d ho had been most cruelly 
treated. 
He had been ordered spec­ 
ial diet, hut it was not given him. He 
had also been assualted by a nuree 
named Schmidt. 
As to his cruel 
treatm ent, lie called S. G. McCul­ 
lough to tell how this one had gone 
out 
to 
procure 
eggs 
for 
him outside 
the 
hospital. 
And 
another inm ate named Ford testified 
to his being refused a light to get him- 
ae'f rubbed by. McCullough said he 
had got the eggs for Meagher. Ford 
said the nurse had taken the candle. 
The nurse being called, told how he 
took the candle in obedience to the 
rules he worked under, but he at once 
told Maxwell, and that 0110 
went 
to M eagher’s apartment 
with 
a 
lam p 
bo 
that 
he 
might 
lie 
rubbed. 
Meagher complained that 
the patients have to do this office 
for each other, which he claims the 
nursos should do. The Supervisor* 
thought it no great hardship for the 
sick to render such kind ofticcH to each 
pther when they can do so, and did 


not see how the nurses could rub all 
the patients. 
There 
are 
140 
of 
them 
all 
told. 
Then 
Meagher 
branched off on Schmidt, 
whom 
lie claimed 
had assaulted 
him. 
Meagher called a witness in his own 
behalf but that one said Schmidt was 
passing by, and Meagher made some 
very abusive remark about "D utch­ 
m en." 
Schmidt turned., and stand­ 
ing in front of Meagher asked if lie 
applied these terms to him. 
On this 
the irate despiser of those of German 
birth thrust his crutch in Schmidt’s 
stomach. 
with 
some 
further 
uncomplimentary 
remarks. 
The 
nurse 
then 
turned 
and 
passed on. 
Hearing 
this 
account 
of the uilair from his own witness 
made Meagher wild. 
He thumped 
the floor with 
his crutch, called 
Schmidt the most odious names, and 
wished he had once more his youthful 
vigor, and his once trusty sword tha* 
he 
might 
inske 
dead 
m eat 
of 
the obnoxious Teuton. 
He went on 
incoherently to say that had he been 
cast away among savages he cou-d 
not have been 
more inhumanely 
treated than lie had been in the hos­ 
pital. 
Dr. Shultz stated that Dr. Maynard 
visits the hospital daily, and that if 
any complaints have 
been lodged 
with the county physician they have 
not come to his (Shultz’s) ears. More­ 
over, a re|»orter of the Timet, visited 
the 
hospital 
a 
day 
or 
two 
ago. 
He went alone among al1 
1 he 
inmates, but 
no 
one made 
any complaint to him. 
O. O. BKAKDSLKY. 
This person next appeared. 
He 
has been in the county thirty years. 
He complains of Dr. Shultz. 
He was 
very excited, ami charged Shultz with 
lieing a liar and what not. 
He said he 
himself could not tell a lie, he had 
never learned how. Shultz had turned 
him out, 
but 
Maynard 
bad put 
him back. 
He 
slated that the 
latter had 
told 
him 
that 
the 
former should be fired. 
l>r. Shultz 
stated that if Dr. Maynard said so to 
Be irdsley, that the doctor talked with 
two tongues. When Sholtz went to the 
hospital Beardsley was actingasnurso. 
Through Shultz coining the place had 
be? 11 given to Schmidt. 
Beardsley 
ha I boon moved from his old ward to 
another not so desirable, but that was 
in orderto give Beardsley’s bed to a 
sick negro, who had to be near 
the Doctor, as he required almost con­ 
stant treatment. 
After hearing ail these "drops in 
the bucket” the Supervisors came to 
the conclusion that there was noth­ 
ing 
in 
them. 
But 
said 
they 
woul l a t a «lay in the immediate fu­ 
ture take up tho matter again. It had 
grown too late to do more on this 
occasion. 
T H E R U L E S . 
Dr. Shultz stated that he found a 
code of rules in force when put in 
charge. 
They were made by Dr. 
Lindley. If the Supervisors wish to 
change or modify them he is content. 
Here is a copy of them : 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY HOSPI­ 
TAL AND ALMS HOUSE. 


HULEH AND REGULATIONS. 
1st. 
All persons on their admis­ 
sion into the hospital shall deliver t • 
the steward all moneys, articles of 
value, 
ba/guge, etc., except such 
neci‘8-ary articles as mav lie required 
for immediate use; and the steward 
shall label them p operly and care­ 
fully keep them until such time as 
they may be required, giving the 
owner u memorandum of the same. 
2d. 
Each and every inmate will be 
required at all times to perform any 
duties assigned 
to them , either as 
Nurses, or assisting about the House 
nr on the Farm, and a refusal to com­ 
ply wiil cause an immediate dis­ 
charge. such duties to be assigned by 
the Hteward, or by his orders. 
3d. 
All employes are required to 
use the utmost kindnes* in their deal­ 
ings with the inmutes, and under no 
::ireuinstances will abuse of any kind 
he t< leruted. 
4th. 
No liquors of any kind al­ 
lowed in the house, to be used by 
anyone, except by or«!er of the phy­ 
sician. 
r»th. Card-playing, gambling, loud 
or profane talking, vulgarity or disor­ 
derly conduct of any kind is positive­ 
ly forbidden. 
* 0th. No inmate will be allowed to 
leave tho premises without permis­ 
sion. 
7th. 
Begging from visitors posi­ 
tively forbidden ; also, smoking in the 
ward's; and every inmate is required 
to use every effort to promote cleanli­ 
ness. 
8th. 
Any inmate who shall intro­ 
duce ardent spirits, cause any nuisance 
or disturb the house by quarreling or 
fighting, or behave immorally or dis­ 
respectfully, in any manner, or circu­ 
late anv book, print or pam phlet of 
an indecent o«- immoral character, 
shall be immediately discharged. 
9th. 
All patients who are able to 
be up are required to keep tlieir beds 
and bedside tables in a neat and or­ 
derly condition. 
10th. 
No patient shall go in any 
ward except his own without special 
permission from the Steward. 
11th. 
Patients are positively for­ 
bidden to pluck any fruit or flowers. 
12th. 
Visitors must not make pres­ 
ents without |iermis8¡on from the Stew­ 
ard. 
This rule has particular refer­ 
ence to fruit, pastry, confectionery 
and liquors. 
13th. 
AIL violations of the above 
Rules, by either employé or inmate,, 
must be forthwith rejxirted to the ftu- 
)ierintendent.

THEATRICAL. 


T h e M ather Troupe In ««Romeo 
a n d J u l i e t . ” 
The performance of Shakespeare's 
beautiful tragic love poem a t the Opera 
House last night was witnessed by a 
densely packed audience. None of the 
great bard’s plays is more scintillant 
with passages that shine out like 
"jewels in an Ethiop’sear.” The story 
of the loves of Romeo and Juliet dates 
long before the time of Shakespeare. It 
was extant in the fifteenth century in 
a novel th a t was well thum bed by all 
the romantic ladies and gallant gen­ 
tlemen of the court of Leo tlie Magni­ 
ficent, and a free translation was to be 
found in private libraries in England 
in Elizabeth’s time. But it required 
th? masterly genius of Shakesi>eare 
to weave the story into an imperish­ 
able 
woof, 
and 
encase 
it 
in so exquisite a frame as to present 
it to 
all 
time 
as one of the 
most attractive and beautiful pictures 
ever painted by dramatic art. The 
stage setting of the piece last night, in 
all the acts, gave the auditor a striking 
realization of the quaint and stately 
streets and architecture of ancient 
Verona. 
The balcony scene 
was 
simply perfect, and the arrange­ 
ment of the stage in the scene 
of the mausoleum, in the last act, 
was the best we have ever seen. But 
this excellence in stage scenery and 
appointments was not had without 
the expense of longer “ waits” be­ 
tween acts than was agreeable to the 
audience. This might have been due 
to the 'riction,incident to a first night. 
But it dragged th* performance out to 
a length that tired the patience of 
those who live at a distance. 
Miss 
Mather’s " J u lie t” is a most ac­ 
ceptable personation. 
She 
vital­ 
izes the charac er with a warmth 
that is intensely glowing. 
Yet, 
while she 
colors 
her 
conception 
strongly, it is not too rich nor too 
tropically luxuriant in its tone. 
It 
overflows with the divine passion of a 
deep and all-prevailing love. It revels 
in its intensity, and gives itself up 
with an unreserved abandon to all its 
blind idolatry of tho object of its in­ 
fatuation. She is, indeed, an ideal 
Juliet. 
There 
is 
love 
in 
her 
eyes. 
in 
her 
lips, 
in 
her 
swelling bosom, in every motion of 
her limbs, in every gesture of her 
arm s, in every pose and every attitude. 
And we must say that she has not 
an unworthy "Romeo.” Mr. Paulding 
is in every respect such a lover as 
would bring out the strong points of 
even an ordinary actress. Mr. Le- 
vick’s "M ercutio” is worthy of men­ 
tion as a fine piece of acting. The 
hour is too late to refer more at length 
to tins very excellent performance. 
The Ihineymoon will be presented to­ 
night. This is one of th e finest Eng­ 
lish comedies of the old time th at 
holds its place on the stage. 


“ L y n w o o d . " 
There was a good audience at Haz­ 
ard’s Pavilion last night to witness 
the first performance here of Lynwood 
by tho Webster-Brady Company. The 
scenes depict episodes «luring the late 
•ivil war, and the tableaux are sensa­ 
tional enough to meet the require­ 
ments of those who delight in behold­ 
ing thrilling s|*ectacular pieces.

H e ra ld :—I wrote you last 
from Salt Lake City and desired to do 
,00 while the impressions left by that 
u n iq u e spot were still fresh in my 
'tnind. 
One of the most notable feat- 
¡^irfes of this Mormon city is the fre­ 
quency of the cabalistic letters Z. C. 
M. I., which stands for Zion’s Co- 
,Operative Mercantile Institution. 
In 
the great central establishm ent which 
h Áfejoices in this title you can find al­ 
most any thing from a needle to 
threshing machine. 
In the old days 
the church controlled every detail of 
business, and this was really a sacer­ 
dotal affair. Just now, however, it is 
sought to give an individual character 
to this great store. 
As all readers of 
newspapers are aware, the United 
States authorities are engaged in a 
vigorous attem pt 
to sequester the 
property of the Mormon church, the 
design being to devote the effects 
which may accrue from this peremp­ 
tory process to the public schools. 
Y our Mormon is by no means a bad 
business man, and be is covering up 
the property of the church, as well 
as his plural wives, in anticipation of 
an adverse decree from the United 
States courts. 
He believes in the in­ 
junction in Matthew, which reads 
*’ be ye as wise as serpents and as in­ 
nocent aH doves.” 
One of the most marked peculiar­ 
ities of the old Mormon regime in 
Salt Lake City was the multiplication 
of houses belonging to the possessor 
o f plural wives. 
In some instances 
you see many houses in a row, devoted 
to wife No. 1, wife No. 2, and so on. 
I noticed five houses thus arranged, 
each set apart to a wife of a wealthy 
V orinon. 
It is the invariable custom 
th a t th e poorest house is assigned to 
the oldest wife. 
Brigham Young, 
him self, in addition to his compact 
eer&giio centering around the Lion 
H ouse, had bouses and wives scat­ 
tered all over the town. 
The old gen­ 
tlem an evidently yearned after the 
.companionship of the softer sex, and 
m ade provision for his ruling passion 
w herever he might happen to be for 
the tim e being. 
Some of the old Mor­ 
mon stock have acquired immense 
w ealth. 
Prom inent amongst there 
are th e Walker brothers, wiio are said 
to be worth collectively three million 
dollars. Thej have all built themselves 
elegant residences which would not 
lie out o’ place in the stylish quarter 
of any city in the country, and they 
are generally held to have quietly 
dropped the Mormon faith. 
A GREAT CATTLE REGION. 
T here is little to note from the win­ 
dows of a railway car either in Neva­ 
d a or Utah. 
Reno shows signs of 
progress, and I learned th a t the mines 
of the battle-born State are picking up 
in a very satisfactory m anner. 
Ar­ 
rangem ents have been perfected oy 
which the ores of the Comstock lode 
can be worked cheaply by water pow- 
^ r. As there is supposed to be illimit­ 
able quantities of low grade ores there, 
th is is thought to mean a great and re-, 


cattle which, particularly at Lovelock 
along the Humboldt generally,

Utah, also, is 
a great grazing 
country, and for hundreds of miles 
north and south of the line of the 
Central and Union Pacific there are 
great cattlo ranges. 
At Promontory 1 
ran across Mr. John M. Taylor, form­ 
erly Superintendent of Schools in San 
Francisco, who has become a thorough 
cow-boy. 
He is 
interested, with 
Captain Buford, of Kentucky, and 
other gentlemen, in a great stock 
range. They have had marked suc­ 
cess in their business, having a range 
that will 
pasture 
sixty thousand

Denver is built nearly altogether of 
brick and stone.

same may be said of Nebraska. What 
I saw of Kansas City, was a twice-told 
tale. 
They were grading and shovel­ 
ing clay there yesterday, just as they 
were when 1 
passed through the 
place thirteen years ago. 
Missouri, 
charming in spring and summer, is in 
the desolate clasp of winter, although 
not yet at its acme, and there I leave 
it.

B R O N C H I T I S . 


Acute Bronchitis is an inflam m ation of the m ucous m em brane of the bronchial tubes, 
and is one of the most common of the pulm onary diseases. 
It is a dangerous disease, os it 
prevents th e oxygenation of the blood, and iu m any cases, particularly after It passes into 
the chronic stage, th e substance of the lunga becomes seriously involved, giving rise to 
W'hut Is very properly called Bronchial Consumption. In th e acute form th ere is a sense 
oí tightness or pressure across the chest, with considerable wheezing, severe cough and 
expectoration. This Is at first a white glary m ucous, w hich after a time becomes purulent. 
The patient in some oases is obliged to sit up in bed, the oppression across th e chest is so 
great; the skin is clam m y aud prostration rapidly sets in, and In fubil cases there will be 
m utterfug d eliriu m , com a aud death. 
C H R O N IC B R O N C H I T I S . 


C hronic Bronchitis is also an iutlum m atlun of the m ucous m em branes of th e bron­ 
chial tubes, 
w hen h cold settles on th e lungs th e disease cith er ends in bronchitis or 
pneum onia. If i t cuds in bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold o u tlie chest, and still 
the patieut does n o t feel entirely well. He feels tired an d languid, and is incapable of 
tuklng his usual am ount of exercise, aud experiences a shortness of breath, with m ore or 
less w arm th In th e palms of his hands. Foou after this a cough np)»earx, accom panied by 
an expectoration of thick mucus, followed by a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength and 
night sweats continue, when the patient assumes all the appearance of h n \in g a genuine 
case of consum ption. But this is sim ply catarrh of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In th e later stage of the disease th e mucous m em brane of th e larger bronchial tube 
«oftcus. while in th e sm aller tubes aud air cells of the lungs th e mucous m em brane l<e- 
comc.s congested and inflamed. There arc no cavities nor tubercles Iu the lungs.but m ere­ 
ly a wasting away of the larger bronchial tubes, and death takes place f om obstruction of 
the bronchial tubes aud air cells of the lungs. T he patient dies from exhaustion and suffo­ 
cation, being unable to expectorate the m ucons which accum m ulntes fn th e passage load 
lug to the Jungs, which in some cases is sticky and sm all In quautity, but m ore com m only 
copious, of a light straw or yellowish green. O ftentim es streaks of blood m ake th eir ap­ 
pearance In the m ucous, and at times there Is a disagreeable sm ell. Person» thus afflicted 
are very liable to take a cold, at which tim e the iu u c o iik la*eomes d ea r and frothy, and It 
is not uncom m only the case th at the patient dies in one of these attacks. 
C O N S U M P T I O N . 


From consum ers, "to waste aw ay,” usually applied to th e advaured stage of lu n g disease. 
The following are prom inent symptoms iu the first stage, and wherever an y of them ex­ 
ist n thorough exam ination should be made with a view to arresting the disease if shown 
t - ex ist: There is usually a sense of weariness upon a little exercise, u disixtsition to re­ 
main passive und idle, despondency, often from no apparent cause, a peculiar sensitive­ 
ness to the effect of cold, and a breathlessness on moving quickly or descending a hill or 
stairs, a slight hacking cough, with or w ithout expectoration, excitability ut»on slight oc- 
eastous, flying pains across the chest, or back, or under th e shoulder blades. Tho sym p­ 
toms are more noticeuble toward or during th e night, slight fever In the afternoon, cold 
feet or hands, or In many cases blue lividlty of th e lips au d root» of the finger naila 
Inhalations are applicable in all discuses of the respiratory organs, but m ust be p re­ 
pared for each individual case as they severally require. 
Persons desiring treatm ent by this system of practice can use the rem edy at hom e as 
well as a t our office, aud which will cause no iuconvcniuucc or hindrance to business 
whatever.
